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Christian Friends,— Another year of our Mission has passed, marked by 
trials and afflictions, but distinguished also by signal blessings of the Lord 
our God, and by an unlooked for extension of the work committed to our 
hands. Sickness and death have visited us, yet not without the knowledge 
and permission of Him, whose thoughts are mercy and love towards His 
people. Much more abundant however have been His gifts and blessings, 
which-we have to acknowledge in the establishment of new and the growth 
of old congregations. One of our brethren has been forced by a threaten¬ 
ing disease to retreat for a time from the scene of labour, but on the other 
hand we have been encouraged and strengthened by the accession of three 
new brethren from Europe. Some of the members of our congregations 
have disquieted and afflicted the hearts of their pastors, but others have 
caused joy and thanksgivings by their steadfastness and progress in the 
truth. 

The Lord has planted in this country a tree of life. It begins to strike 
its roots wider and deepeT. The branches expand, leaves and blossoms and 
fruit appear and gladden the hearts of the husbandmen. We, who water 
and dig the ground, and you, who liberally and faithfully support and 
encourage our work, may rejoice together, but the glory be His, who has 
given the seed, the river of living water, the heavenly rain and the light and 
warmth of the sun of grace. On the other hand many of the green leaves 
wittier, many a fair blossom is destroyed by venomous blasts, and many a 
healthy looking fruit drops worm-eaten. Let us sorrow together; for what 
is deserving of man’s grief, if these things are not grievous ? Yet, as we 
desire to give all glory to the Lord, so we may also cast all our sorrows upon 
Him, and trust that He will perform the work, which He has begun, until the 
day of Jesus Christ.

Truly, the Lord is with this people to the end of the world, according to 
His promise. Amen. He has given grace to His poor servant to carry on

his work heartily and cheerfully, notwithstanding’ many temptations from 
without and within, and His grace has dwelled amongst us richly, notwith¬ 
standing all our infirmities; wherefore to Him alone be given honor, praise 
and worship. Amen ! 

As the 36th Regiment Native Infantry left Cannanore by the end of last' 
year, particular care was taken to ground those members of the congrega¬ 
tion, whose departure was at hand, further in the knowledge of the word 
during the short remainder of their stay. The Regiment left Cannanore on 
the 19th November, when twenty members of the congregation and ten 
children took leave of us. Many of them have grown in grace. Two men 
have returned to their former sins. May-they receive .grace to repent, while 
it is day i We have recMvixUiieport of the Safe arrival of our party at Vellore. 
One woman was attacked by the cholera near Vellore and called home by 
the Lord after a sickness of 24 hours. “When on her death-bed, she called 
us together,” they write, “and desired us to pray with her, and her last 
words were: the Saviour calls, I have now to depart.”’ She was a young 
woman prepared for the kingdom of heaven by inward afflictions. Thanks 
be given to the Lord for the grace vouchsafed to her soul! Those dear souls 
coinplain in their letters,; thatTherd isfflo minist^f at their new station to take 
care of them, and w r e pray, that the faithful chief shepherd; Jesus Christ, 1 
may watch over them and feed them by Himself. AmCn ! 

Some of those* to whom admission into the ©dn^tegation had been former¬ 
ly ; denied, have fepented and have accordingly ffleen ^received into church 
fellowship in the name-of the Lord. Other baptized Christians, arrived'from 
distant stations* have Solicited admission. Of these 35 adult persons and 23 
children'have been received into oUrhohiMtinkn after due instruction and 
preparation.

The grace of the Lord is among us, but mos^ of these plants being of 
recent growth, they are tried by many temptations, dangers and infirmities. -' 
Most of them lead a new life, but some, we are sorry to say, have been 
tempted back to their former: ways. May the good- Shepherd seek and find 
the lost sheep ! 

The Holy Supper was celebrated 12 times iff the Course of the year under 
the blessing of the Lord. Five marriages vvere solemnized in the congrega¬ 
tion. Between the 2d and 11th October, 1841, we kept those prayer 
meetings for the coming of the kingdom of Christ, which had been agreed 
upon by many believers to be held simultaneously all over the world. Our 
joy and comfort in the Spirit was heightened by the presence of our two' 
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dear brethren, Moegling and Sutter, and of 40 youths from the Mangalore 
Institution, who accompanied them on their visit, 

The eongregatfon, which; is the subject of this report, consists chiefly of 
servants and very poor people, many of whom have been Involved in great 
difficulties and troubles by their former course of sin. it is impossible for 
a minister, who loves them for the Lord’s sake, to refrain from relieving their 
distress^ aggravated in some instances by the consequences of their former 
sins, as far as he has it in his power to do so. - Friends, who have experien¬ 
ced the mercy of; Jesus Christ in their hearts, and are blessed with this 
world’s; goods, would d.o well to give; some special contribution from their 
abundance in behalf of this poor congregation. Such charity would be well 
pleasing.in' the sight nf t the;Lo.rd.and most acceptable to the minister, whose 
cares would be much relieved by:the 5 establishment of a small fund for this 
particular purpose. 

.Regular attention is also paid to a small circle of Portuguese families, who 
are on the side of the Lord. Twelve or fourteen members of these Chris¬ 
tians, in cbmpany with a few other Christian friends, are accustomed to join 
the- congregation in. the ■celebration of the Lord’s Supper. 

The iVIaleyalam:schooL is numerously attended. There- are 160 children 
on the list. Upwards of one hundred used to be present every day, but a short 
time agbithe attendance began to fall .off Considerably, on account of sick¬ 
ness (small pox) and latterly of some heathen festivals. The heavy pressure 
of:other labours hqs? hitherto preventedme from bestowing as much attention 
on this school-as 1 should’vHsh to ; do. 

From the commencement of the year 1842 we have, thanks be to the 
grace of God, begun to preach the blessed Gospel daily in the bazar and in 
the streets, and to invite, in accordance with the command of the Lord, all 
men to enter into .the kingdom' of God.: The people have received Our mes¬ 
sage in a Satisfactory manner; during the last-days, however, enemies have 
made their appearance. By the. first of our .addresses delivered in the bazar 
a Tiar man was .moved to call at the Mission house, where the word of God 
was fully set before bis soul. He resolved at once to reside on the Mission 
premises and to receive- catechetical instruction. After a few days his 
wife, accompanied by two finV children, came to fetch him home. She 
was invited in a friendly manner to stay and to become a disciple of 
Jesus, but she “scorned the proposal; Her husband followed her a little 
wajq but returned to the Mission house. The ■ woman made another un¬ 
successful attempt,: after the lapse of a few days. Then two friends came 
on the same errand. One of them, a wicked man, was at once sent away; 
the other? followed him; as the stated time for bazar preaching approached 
and the Catechists assembled in my room for singing and prayer, the Tiar 
man desired to join us. While we were singing a hymn, that wicked man 
returned, seized the arm of his former friend and tried to draw him out of 
the room. I showed him however anothfer Way and turned him out of the 
gate. When all these attempts had failed, letters were sent to tell him that 
one of his children was very sick. The-man went without my knowledge 
to-see the child. He had intended to return immediately; but did not ap¬ 
pear for some days. A Catechist, who was sent in quest of him, returned 
with the message,! that his people would not allow him to leave his house. 
I resolved therefore, to fetch him back myself, and went at 6 o’clock one 
Sunday morning. On arriving at his house, I found the door open and saw 
him asleep by the side of his boy. I awakened him, and asked if lie was' 
inclined to follow me. Yes, was his reply. “Then follow me quickly.” That 
wicked man was just drawing water, when we left the house. He’returned, 
and attempted to obstruct our passage. He was prohibited from doing so ; 
the man’s wife stood and looked on speechless. We departed, but the man’s 
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feet were paralyzed, he followed slowly. The woman ran to the neighbours 
and cried out: “ Men, come and help us!” In a few moments we saw 
ourselves pressed by a crowd of people, among whom there were some 
Tiars with large knives on their sides. They were kept back. But now his 
wife came and embraced him, and would not let him go. What was to be 
done? I asked him if he wished to follow me. He replied again in the 
affirmative. It was a heart-rending sight, reminding us of the word of the 
Lord, “ If any man come to me, and hate not his father and mother, and wife 
and children,mud brethren and sisters, yea, and his own life also—he cannot be 
my disciple.” Seeing the crowd and the tumult increasing, I thought it best 
to give way this time, and the people carried the prisoner back to his house. 
He is the barber of the village. On turning he said, “I am decided to be¬ 
come a disciple of Jesus, you shall not keep me from my purpose.” He has 
not yet returned, but sends word from time to time, that he will come. 
This story shows how difficult it is for a heathen man to escape from the 
thraldom of his caste. 

There are several Maleyalam people here who desire to become Christians, 
but are afraid of their caste. The Spirit of God alone can break these bonds. 
The work of conversion pertaineth solely to the Lord : and thus it shall be. 
Amen. 

The Maplis hear the word of God, when preached publicly. The man 
who was mentioned in the last report, continues in the same state of mind. 

The Gospel has been preached publicly as in other places, so in the 
fisher village on the other side of Cannanore. Old and young, men and 
women, have usually collected and listened attentively. This reception.is 
hopeful and encouraging, and some success may be expected. “ Arise, Lord, 
and let the nations see thy glory. We wait upon thee, thou Desire of the 
nations!” Amen ! Hum. xiv. 21. Is. lx. 1, 2. Haggai ii. 7.

B. THE TELL I CHERRY STATION. 

Rev. H. Gundert, Mrs. Gundert, Rev. J. M. Fritz, Rev. C. Irion. 

Vedamuttu, Chinnappen, Michael, Catechists. 

Br. Mengert left our station and Mission in October last for Guzerat, 
where he is now labouring in the service of the Society for the Propagation of 
the Gospel in Foreign Parts. He was succeeded on the 10th of February by 
Br. Irion, who is busily employed in studying the language. Our labours 
were interrupted during the past year by sickness. I was recommended 
a change of air, and took an opportunity, which offered in October last, to 
visit the Neilgherries, where, as well as on the road, I had the privilege of 
preaching the Gospel to many people in Maleyalam and Tamil. Since my 
return I have paid some visits to Calicut, where I found a number of pro- 
testant Christians immigrated from different Tamil and Maleyalam stations, 
who had been for sometime without the benefit of Christian fellowship. 
The plan of conferring on the beggar-caste of the Nayadi’s in the southern 
part of Malabar the blessings of Christianity and civilization, has been 
matured ; and Michael, a Catechist from Tinnevelly, who had formerly'been 
in the service of our Society, has been engaged for this purpose. He com¬ 
menced his labours at Calicut in the beginning of this year. We expect 
soon to receive permission from our Committee to establish a station in that 
part of the country. 

The plantation of Anjarkandy has been visited every month; the pro¬ 
prietors of that large estate afford every facility to our missionary opera¬ 
tions. On the 4th of January, a woman, who had been taught the word of 
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the Gospel chiefly by her own son, was baptized; and on the 27th of 
February a young man, converted to the faith, was received into the church. 
An aged man, of the name of Timothy, who was excommuuicated some 
time ago on account of a heathenish ceremony, performed in his house for 
the purpose of exercising his barren daughter-in-law, has proved himself 
quite stubborn and gives the members of the congregation much trouble. 
Another member of the congregation, likewise excommunicated for obsti¬ 
nate irreconcileableness, manifested against a heathen relation, who had, 
it is true, sorely offended him, appears to be returning to the right way. 
The number of communicants is 15.' Two Christian youths, who have been 
placed in our institution by the proprietors of the Anjarcandy plantation, 
conduct themselves to our satisfaction. They promise to become a blessing 
on their return to their fellow workmen, and to fulfil the kind intentions of 
their masters. 

The Nairman, Ravunni, whose name was mentioned in the last report, 
lias been regularly instructed in the word of God since the month of May. 
He accompanied me on my journey to the Hills, and we expected great 
things of him. But our confidence in his character may have betrayed us 
into a mistake. After his baptism, which took place on the 7th of Novem¬ 
ber, we trusted him, as it would now appear, too much. He began to cheat 
and to dissimulate, plunged again into gross and heathenish sins, and threw 
off at last even his Christian name. When he was reproved, he showed no 
sign of repentance. “ I am lost,” he said, “ but I cannot help it. It is my 
fate. At one time light was dawning on my mind, but it is all again utter 
darkness.” He left in the beginning of this month. One of our people 
met him after a few days in a miserable state of disease. He said, he knew 
that a curse was upon him. He is now wandering again about the country. 
There is a report of his having gained re-admission into his caste by the 
exertions of his rich relations in Travancore. A Tiar schoolmaster, who had 
been well disposed for a long time, applied repeatedly for baptism in October 
and November last. When, however, his application had been granted, his 
relations prevailed upon him by united entreaties and remonstrances, to 
retrace his steps. This affair caused great excitement in our schools, and 
particularly among the schoolmasters. He is now again entreating us to 
grant him baptism, but we do not feel certain, whether his renewed applica¬ 
tions are based on a true change of heart. We feel often distinctly, that 
such men have .obtained knowledge of their sinfulness, and are fully 
aware of their miserable state; but there does not appear in them in the 
same proportion the power of the Gospel of Jesus risen from the dead. 
Much likewise, that is calculated to humble and depress us, appears 
now and then in the conduct of our older converts. Yet there are also 
comfortable signs of a slow but real progress in spiritual life. The number 
of the Tellieherry communicants is 16. 

Our female boarding school contains 20 girls, but their number is 
fluctuating. The eldest of the girls had been put under our charge 
by her heathen mother for 10 months, till her probable return from°a 
voyage to England. The girl had grown up utterly neglected. Even 
for sometime after her admission into the school she would at first 
continue to pay divine honours to some stock or stone; after a little 
while she took a liking to her studies. Towards the end of the year she 

g ave signs of real conversion and begged importunately to be baptized. We 
e.sitated in complying with her request, as she was not of age and did not 
think it right, to take this step without the consent of her mother. The 
mother returned Sooner than we had expected and took her daughter 
away from us against her will. The work of grace is visible also in another 
Negro girl, who was for a long time exceedingly wild and troublesome. 






Besides ithe common branches-of school instruction the irmfates of the 
boarding- school are taught r tb make lace, and: jope-third of the annual 
expenditure of the institution is defrayed by the proceeds of their labour. 

The management of the Poor House, the. funds of which are very con¬ 
siderable, is in part under the superintendence of our Mission. Some 
hundred poor people collect fevery Thursday in front of the Boor House, 
where they hear a discourse in Maleyalam and receive their appointed 
shares of rice. A number of -sick people are living in the Poor House, 
where they receive support and; medical attendance. -Of all the many 
miserable people, who are enjoying: the bounties of Christian charity, one 
jnan onfyj an old fisherman, is desirous of receiving further instruction 
in the word of God, which, as far as we can-discover, has made a real 
impression on his mind. In a dangerous illness which has befallen him, 
he expressed in a child-like manner his reliance on Christ, and complain¬ 
ed of his inability, on account of pain and old age, to grow in knowledge. 
He will, God willing, be soon baptized.

There is little to. be added to the above report. 

I have spent the past year partly in,continuing m‘y study- of the Male¬ 
yalam language, partly in assisting .Br. Gundert in direct missionary labours, 
partly in. preparing and buildmg houses at Ncttur, in consequence of our 
removal from the, town to that locality. Towards The ;eud. of, last year 
I had to suffer from a weak state of health, and being advised to try a 
change of air, paid a short visit to the brethren at Mangalore- After 
my return, and particularly, after our removal to Ncttur, iny health, God 
be thanked, began to improve gradually. 

, .On the departure of the Christian lady, who had for many years taken 
great interest in the. English Fjeej..School, Eftopk charge .of : i-t; but am 
sorry to say, that the school is in a declining. state, and that few other 
native boys, but the ; children of Portuguese parents, avajl . themselves of 
this opportunity of acquiring the English: language.. 

Our visits to the native schools in the adjacent villages, frequently give 
rise to conversations with the people, who collect mi such .occasions. 
They are generally willing to listen to or .to dispute with us. Mostpf our 
scholars ape Tiar boys. They are, generally speaking, attentive and in¬ 
telligent. Some of them are remarkably conversant with the history of the 
Bible, which, they seem to relish. 

The boarding school under my charge cbnsists at present of 20 boys. 
They are, taught Maleyalam reading and writing, arithmetic^; geography and 
singing. • The most prominent place in our plan of instruction is given to 
scriptural lessons. 

I have; nothing' particular to say about their conduct. They are boys, 
who give a great • deal of trouble, but npw and then also cause, for rejoicing. 
One of them, the other day, jumping from a tree, on which he was surprised 
in picking fruit, broke, his leg, but is now, by .the help of God, doing well 
under the kind care of Doctor Anderson. Praised be the name of the Lord, 
who has delivered us from dangers; and .diseases, and hitherto blessed the 
work committed to our hands.

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THE SOUTHERN MAHRATTA MISSION. 

A . The Dharwar Station. 

Rev. J. C. Lehner, Mrs. Lehner, Rev. J. Layer, Rev. G. Essig. 

The season for giving our Christian friends an insight into the work of 
the Lord entrusted to us having returned, I am induced to give a short state¬ 
ment of my labours. The field on which we are called to labour must 
indeed be called arid and barren, and all the time and strength, which 
has hitherto been spent upon it, can only be considered as a preparatory 
breaking up the fallow ground. Considering the preaching of the Gospel 
my primary duty, I have endeavoured to go as often as possible among the 
natives, but I regret to say, that I have been many times detained at home 
by domestic afflictions and other duties. Of the natives hereabout it may be 
said, that they are alwmys inclined to listen, when addressed regarding the 
great subject of salvation, not always, however, it is to be feared, with the 
desire to be profited by it, and many a time have I returned home depressed 
in spirit, as though I had been thrashing empty straw. It is manifest, that 
they become more and more acquainted with the letter of the word, but as 
to the power of the spirit, they remain, still strangers. They assent to and 
praise the morality of the doctrines of Christianity, but hard I feel it to be, to 
brino- them to a conviction of sin, and still more so, to make them sensible 
of their need of a Saviour. It is not unfrequently that you meet with 
those in the higher classes, who tell you, that they consider our whole 
existence little better than a dream, or that the whole universe was like a 
puppet-show in which each must move according as the wire is pulled : 
and hence they fondly draw the conclusion, that they are not responsible for 
any of their deeds. The lower classes are very superstitious and readily come 
forward with their foolish objections, that Paramatma (the Supreme Being) 
has appointed for each of his creatures that which is for their individual 
good, and that as he cannot overlook all the concerns of the universe, he has 
placed different headmen, (Gandas) over various departments'. As Jesus 
Christ is our headman, so have they Hanumanta, Bassappa and others, as 
theirs, and as long as the ways of the forefathers are observed, there is no 
danger, but that in the end all will be well. Sometimes however I have the 
impression that some vestiges of the truth de notwithstanding remain on the 
minds of part of the hearers; but having been often disappointed I would 
be slow to indulge in too favourable hopes, and rather commend them to 
their gracious and merciful God, whose good spirit alone can bring them out 
of the mazes of sin and Satan. 

I have now a young man under instruction, who has been for some time 
past desirous of receiving baptism, and hope soon to be able to receive him 
into the church. Some of his relatives have expressed their desire to follow 
his steps, but 1 wish to see some clearer indications of the work of the spirit 
upon their souls. 

Our small congregation, with whom we have every Sunday a Canarese 
service, consists at present of 3 men and 4 women, besides our native girls. 
One of them, an old man, who lived with us, died towards the end of No- 
'vember of pleurisy in a penitent state of mind. 

In our female boarding school we have now 14 children, 12 girls and 
2 infant boys. Since the last report, in which 8 were mentioned, we have 
received 7 new ones. The best and most talented of them, a girl of about 
11 years of age, fell asleep in joyful faith in the Lord Jesus on the 23d of 
January. It pleased the Lord to lay her on a sick bed for seven long 
months, during which time she bore her sufferings very patiently and with¬ 
out a murmur, and to our great happiness grew perceptibly in the inward 
man. The word of God was her great joy, and heavenly peace appeared on 
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her placid countenance, as often as she heard it read or explained to her. 
Death had nothin"' dreadful to her, though she was conscious of its approach 
for several days, and when she died, she seemed to sink into a peaceful sleep. 

We had much sickness among the children during the end of last, and the 
beginning of this year. The hooping cough and the measles attacked them. 
Some of them, especially one, were brought very low, but the Lord in mercy 
spared them to us, though lie saw good to take to Himself our own two dear 
babes, who were affected by the same disease. May our faithful Lord 
grant that these afflictive dispensations may work together for our everlast¬ 
ing good! 

This little institution goes on to our satisfaction. We are certainly grieved 
at times by the conduct of some, but firmly believe that the good seed is not 
sown in vain, and are encouraged by seeing in some a striving against their 
corruptions. 

In the mornings they are occupied in learning to read and write Canarese, 
a little English, Bible history, arithmetic, the. rudiments of geography and 
singing ; in the afternoons tiiey are engaged in different kinds of plain nee¬ 
dle work. 

English preaching is still carried on, as mentioned in the last report.

My missionary occupations during the past year may be divided into 
public preaching, attendance on native visitors at the Mission house and 
superintendence of schools. 

As to preaching and conversing with the people in the town of Dharwar, 
my suffering from the guinea-worm in the legs prevented me from doing any 
thing during the monsoon ; but since the beginning of December, I have, with 
few "exceptions, been engaged in the town every evening. In this work, 
while 1 was anxious to improve all fit opportunities for addressing people of 
all castes and ranks, it has been my principal object to get access to people 
of the middle and lower classes, from whom the Gospel always meets with 
a readier reception than from those above them. Several of these, near or 
in front of whose houses I have frequently taken my stand when dispensing 
the word of life, are now showing a pleasing familiarity, when 1 pass by 
them. Besides this I have also frequently addressed the poor, to whom the 
alms of some of the gentlemen residing at the station are distributed on Sa¬ 
turday mornings in the Mission compound, and taken part with my brethren 
in the stated English and Canarese Sunday services. 

In the attendance on native visitors at the Mission house I have spent a 
good deal of time. These are generally the most satisfactory opportunities 
for making known the way of salvation. From the quiet room of the Mission 
house the distractions incident to preaching and conversing in a busy town 
are effectually excluded, the minds of the speaker and of Lis hearers are more 
collected, and the former has it in his power steadfastly to direct atten¬ 
tion to the main points of his discourse. As most of those visitors come 
from the districts, many a good seed is through them borne to different and 
distant parts of the country, the more so, as they are generally furnished 
with parts of the Scriptures and with tracts. 

My work in the schools has consisted in the superintendence of two 
Canarese schools, one for boys, the other for girls ; in which I have been 
spending from one to two hours every day. The Canarese school for boys 
affords me much satisfaction. Open and of quick apprehension, as the. boys 
are, those truths, which make wise unto salvation, and the dissemination of 
which the Christian Missionary desires above all things, can be communicated 
to them in their mother tongue very early and impressively. Tracts and the 
Gospels are read with great delight, and not the slightest objection to the use 
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of these books has yet been made by their parents or friends. The incom¬ 
parably wise adaptation of the manner of our Lord’s teaching to the compre¬ 
hension of man, high and low, wise and unwise, heathen and Christian, has 
never struck me so forcibly, as when 1 went through the Gospel of St. Mat¬ 
thew with these boys. It was, as if specially written for the purpose of en¬ 
livening and interesting them. Truly He is “The great Teacher.” The 
master of this school is one of the Kalaguana people. He is not so efficient as 
could be wished, but—a good monitor supplying his lack—this deficiency is 
more than made up for by his being favourably disposed towards Christianity. 
He also attends our Canarese service on Sundays, sometimes with one or 
more of his scholars. 

We are particularly glad to be able to record the successful establishment 
of a day-school for native girls, which took place in September last. We 
had long been desirous of opening one, and the offer of a respectable Lin- 
gaite, to make a trial, was therefore most readily accepted. Such an at¬ 
tempt, it was to be hoped, would at least, for the first, have the effect of 
diminishing the prevailing prejudice against female education—a prejudice 
the removal of which is one of the principal conditions of the social and 
moral elevation of the Hindoos. Aware of this prejudice, we entertained 
some doubts as to the success of the undertaking. The goodness of God, 
however, most agreeably disappointed our fears, and I do not remember that 
any missionary occurrence in my own sphere of labour has of late caused me 
such unmingled joy, and stirred up such emotions of heart-felt gratitude, 
as the sight of eight good-looking heathen girls the children of respecta¬ 
ble parents, mostly Lingaites, collected on the first day, the school 
was opened. Such a cheering beginning I could not but consider as a 
token, that the Lord’s favour was resting on the undertaking’. It afforded 
me no small pleasure after the lapse of a few days to observe, that several of 
the girls had already mastered the Canarese Alphabet. When I expressed 
my satisfaction before a large number of people, collected by curiosity, I 
could not help smiling at the remark of my schoolmaster, who seconding 
my praise, repeated a Shloka from the Shasters, in which it is said, that the 
understanding of women is four times greater than that of men. “Pliable 
shasters,” I thought, “from which any and every thing may be supported.” 

The school has until now been going on without interruption, but the 
number of girls attending has been very fluctuating. This is natural enough, 
as the parents take scarcely any interest in the mental and moral improve¬ 
ment of their children, and the little presents, now and then distributed 
among the girls, do not form a sufficient inducement for their being sent. 
At present twelve girls are on the list, with five of whom an important ob¬ 
ject is already gained, inasmuch as they fluently read and partly understand 
a Christian Catechism. 

The number of attendants would perhaps be double, had we not'thought 
it necessary to exclude from it the little pupils of the prostitutes! May 
God have mercy on these unfortunate, creatures ! 

As to the success of our work, that which presents itself to my observa¬ 
tion is the very perceptibly growing acquaintance of the people around us 
with Christ and his Gospel, and as his name is “ as oint input poured forth,” 
we rest assured, that it will not fail in due time to manifest its healing pow¬ 
ers, and to distil drops of gladness and salvation on the land, which now lies 
before us in its blood. May our labour become more and more “ a labour in 
the Lord.” We may then know, that it shall not be in vain. This assur¬ 
ance is sufficient to keep up the flame of zeal for the glory of Christ and the 
salvation of souls for a whole life-time,—even if no appearance of success 
were ever to present itself to our eyes,

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As, through the Lord’s favor, I enjoyed good health during the past year, 

I continued my labours without interruption. 

I shall commence my report by giving a short account of that most im¬ 
portant branch of missionary labour, which consists in inviting the rich and 
the poor to the supper of the Lamb. My morning hours being spent in the 
schools, in the evenings, I go out to converse and to preach, whenever the 
weather permits. There are several villages around Dharwar, which 1 am in 
the habit of visiting once a week. In Dharwar itself I have made it a rule to 
preach two or three times a week, either in'the bazar or in front of our Eng¬ 
lish school-house. In order to show, how the heavenly message is some¬ 
times received, I shall give one or two specimens. February 26th.—Went 
this evening to Dharwar and met a few people, partly Brahmins, partly other 
Hindoos. After having conversed a little while, I opened the Canarese 
Testament, and read to them the parable of the Prodigal Son. As long as I 
was reading and expounding, there was much attention shown; but.when 
I began to make the application and to show the necessity of believing in 
Jesus Christ, disputing commenced. A young Brahmin drew near and 
asserted, that sin and virtue were one. I asked, whether light and darkness 
were one ? This he would not allow. Then, replied I, neither are sin and 
virtue one. He then asked me, Have you no sin ? 7; lama sinner as 

well as you ; I need, as well as you, one who forgives sin, and this Saviour 
is Jesus Christ. He: I do not want Jesus Christ. I: He does not. force 
himself upon you, but he, that does not believe in Him, must die in his sins 
and be damned. He: Well. I will have nothing to do with your Jesus- 
Christ. I now prepared to go; the holy Brahmins said, “Well, go !” Two 
men of another caste, one of whom had heard me, walked behind me, and I 
heard the one ask the other, “Have you heard the Padri ?” the other replied, 
“Yes, I was there by accident. The Padri’s words are true, but the peo¬ 
ple will not hear.” . 

One evening, having met with some Mussulmen m Dharwar, l entered 
into conversation with them. One of them, a Mullah, asked whether Christ 
had never committed sin ? 1: No ! He never committed sin. He : Has 
he not obeyed Satan in following him to a mountain? /.-^Christ follow¬ 
ed him thither, in order to vanquish him. I opened my New Testament 
and read to them the full account of Christ’s temptation and victory. Adam, 
said I, consenting to Satan’s word has fallen into sin and we with him ; but 
Christ, the second Adam, has come to destroy the works of the devil. It is 
evident, that the Mussulmen read the New Testament but not with a desire 
after truth. 

The inhabitants of the adjacent villages hear the Gospel with much less 
aversion, though they also bring forward their objections, the principal of 
which is, Our forefathers have done so, therefore we must do so. Al- 
thouo-h we see as yet no fruit of our preaching here, yet we have reason to 
believe, that the light of the Gospel is gradually penetrating the dark minds, 
and, ought we not to rejoice, that the name of Jesus Christ is now at least 
known to old and young, so that the boys in the streets cry after the Mission¬ 
ary, “Jesus Christ! Jesus Christ!” 

Our English school, which is under my superintendence, I attend daily tor 
two hours. 11 is frequented by from 40 to 50 boys, most of whom are the chil¬ 
dren of soldiers and Indo-Britons. Besides these there are five or six Brah- * 
mins, as many Lingaites, two or three Rajputs, some other Hindus and several 
Mussulmen. Those, who attend regularly, improve steadily.. Besides reading, 
writing and arithmetic, the boys of the first classes are instructed in Bible 
History thrice a week, and in Geography,, (at present the use of the globes,) 
twice a week, McCulloch’s Grammar, with which is connected translation from 
Canarese into English and from English into Canarese, three times a week, and 
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the rudiments of Astronomy once a week. My Canarese school in the northern 
extremity of Dharwar is attended by from 50 to 60 boys, mostly Lingaites. There 
are two or three Brahmins and Mussulmans and two Rajputs on the list. Here 
also the boys are instructed in the rudiments of Astronomy and Geography. 
They relish the living waters of the Scripture well: but many of their parents 
would be much better pleased if the thirsty minds of their children received 
nothing but dry arithmetic. We, on our part, dare not leave unsatisfied the 
hearts of children, who wish for the waters of life ; one-third of the school 
is pretty well acquainted with the first book of Moses. The school is still 
suffered to exist in the little Basappa-temple. From the 18th November, 1841, 
to the 10th of January, 1842, 1 made a missionary tour with Br. Muller in 
the Dharwar district. We proclaimed the glad tidings not only in larger 
towns, but also in the smaller villages, where they were generally received 
without gainsaying. The principal places, which we have visited, are Ban- 
kapur, Hungul, Acldur, Kod, Halegiri, Hariliar, Ranabednore, Gutul, Bandi- 
koppa v Hirawuddati, Ilhammal, Bettigherry, and Malasamudra. It may be 
said with truth, that the people are every where inclined to hear the mes¬ 
sage of the true God and of Jesus Christ, whom He has sent, but it must be 
stated also, that there is no willingness among them, to forsake the old way. 
However, here and there we have met with some, whose attention has been 
excited by tracts received at Dharwar, or given them by travelling mission¬ 
aries. Tlius we were asked by a man at Bankapur to give him the tract, 
“ In whom shall we trust ?” In the same place the people spoke to us of a 
Missionary, whose former visit they remembered. Where there are many 
Brahmins, the Missionary cannot preach the Gospel in a peaceful manner, 
but is forced into disputes. Otherwise it would be easy to preach to the 
Brahmins, who are of quick discernment, while it is difficult, to make one’s 
self understood by farmers, whose understanding is very little disciplined. In 
Addur some Brahmins paid us a visit as soon as we had arrived. Oue of 
them recognised me; for I had given him a Gospel at Dharwar. He seemed 
to have read it. W r e were sometimes happy tofincl on our journey that the 
name of Jesus was known, but, alas ! those are few, to whom this name is 
like the odour of a poured-out precious ointment. We distributed about 
1800 Scripture portions and Tracts in Canarese and Mahratti and a few Hin¬ 
dustani books. May the seed sown by mouth and letter spring up and 
bear fruit in many a heart. There are many vestiges among the hea¬ 
then of the knowledge of one God, the Creator and preserver of all things, but 
the idea of this God appears to them too distant and spiritual. When you 
ask the farmer; “who is it, that gives rain and fruitful seasons? who is it, 
that fills your heart with food and gladness?” Fie will reply, pointing to¬ 
wards heaven, “ it is the God in heaven.” But because the ox ploughs 
their field, they worship the image of the ox instead of God, and a long 
argument is required, to convince the poor man, that his ox is inferior to 
himself; though they are ashamed on the other hand, when we say to them : 
“the ox knoweth his owner and the? ass his master’s crib, but my people do 
not consider.”

B. THE HUB LI STATION. 

Rev. J. Supper, Rev. J. Muller. 

Of the seven converts, who were baptized on the 7th February, 1841, four 
are still residing on our premises, Isaac and Jacob, and two children of 
the latter. Abraham and Joseph have transmigrated to Malasamudra. 
Rachel, the wife of Jacob, died shortly after her delivery from a still-born 
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child. The conduct of the two men living with us, is very encouraging and 
satisfactory. They distinguish themselves most favorably from the heathen 
around them, love" the word of God and strive to do it, and we are happy in 
discovering the working of the Spirit of God in their hearts. A few months, 
for instance, after their baptism, Isaac came one morning to deliver into our 
hands a rupee, the possession of which, he said, had given him much un¬ 
easiness and trouble. A year ago he had been ordered to purchase some 
agricultural implements for us, and had taken a rupee beyond what was due. 
This we considered as a certain indication of a change of heart; tor lying 
and cheating seems to have become, as it were, a second nature with many 
Hindus, lie has repeatedly inquired of us regarding the full pardon of those 
sins, which he committed in past days of heathenish ignorance, but much 
oftener he is troubled by the consideration, that he sins daily, notwithstand¬ 
ing his having become by his baptism a member of Christ’s body. What we 
have to offer on such occasions from the word of God or our own experience, 
he will understand and comfort his heart thereby for a season. May the 
Lord give him more and more of the light and power of His Holy Spirit. 
Though Jacob is not in the same state of spiritual life, yet we are often 
cheered by observing signs of the work of the Holy r Spirit in his heart. The 
loss of his wife, who has left him two little orphans, is a great trial, in which, 
however, he has been hitherto supported by the grace of God. May the Lord 
provide for him and his children. When our love and patience are some¬ 
times tried by their conduct, we must remember, that they have heard the 
word of God for only two years and spent 40 years of their lives in igno¬ 
rance and sin ; that they have, like ourselves, to combat against that mighty 
One, of whom Luther says, “Great might and much guile his cruel armour is, 
on earth none is his equal” and that the Lord is able and willing to perform 
the work, which he has begun. 

Some individuals now and then come and profess themselves desirous of 
joining us, but content themselves with their resolution. A few days ago, 
however, we had the pleasure of receiving a family of four persons from 
Malasamudra on our premises. Our prayers are, that they may become 
willing catechumens. 

In the instruction of these Christians and catechumens Br. Supper is 
chiefly employed. Besides, both of us spend some hours every day in visiting 
our schools. One of them, at New Hubli, was established 18 months ago ; 
another, at Old Hubli, towards the end of last year, by Br. Supper. These 
two schools are frequented by about 100 boys, they are taught reading, 
writing, casting accounts and geography. The first classes read the Scrip¬ 
tures, °the second classes have tracts explained to them. Many of the 
scholars take pleasure in their books and particularly in the Bible, and now 
and then a word of admonition from the Scriptures appears to make a strong 
impression on their hearts. A very serious obstacle to tbe advancement of 
these schools is the irregularity of attendance on the part of the scholars, 
which we have no power of remedying. The Hindus are generally anxious 
to have their children instructed in those branches of knowledge, the utility 
of which is immediately apparent, but averse to religious teaching or to.stu- 
dies, the advantages of which are remote. A radical change is here required, 
which the Spirit of God alone can effect. Two other schools have been set 
on foot by Br. Muller in two small villages, at a little distance from the Mis¬ 
sion house. They are frequented by about forty boys, but the attendance is 
yet more irregular, than at Hubly. When the parents are admonished to 
send their children to school, some promise every thing, but here they stop; 
others say, Our children must work; schooling does not fill their bellies. 
Such answers are not very encouraging. The. establishment of another 
school in Hubli is in contemplation. The preaching of the word of God in 
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Hubh meets with very uncertain reception. One time the people will listen, 
another time they will scoff. One day they are glad to receive the Mis¬ 
sionary into their .houses—another day they shut not only their hearts, 
but also tlveir doors against him. The Hubli people are generally speak¬ 
ing stiffnecked—it may be on account of their outward'prosperity; but 
the Lord, can bend the most obstinate. In the neighbouring villages 
opportunities offer daily for preaching to or conversing with people.— 
Numerous are also the visitors at the Mission house, who are seldom 
allowed to depart without hearing a testimony of God in Christ. Ikibli be¬ 
ing’ a central.point of trade, many of those, who come on business may 
carry away with them the seed of the word into remoter places. 

Br. Supper performed two missionary tours during the past year. Be¬ 
tween the 9th and 27th of August he visited Gadak, Bettigherry, and the native 
village of Isaac in the Nizam’s country. He found no difference between 
the people.in the English territory and those under the Nizam. They were 
equally willing or unwilling to hear the word of God. In September he 
made a tour in the vicinity of Hubli and paid a visit to Jacob’s brother, who 
is still residing in his native village. From the 18th November, 1841, to the 
8tli January, 1842, Br. Muller accompanied Br. Essig on the journey 
above adverted to. Darkness is still covering the earth, and gross darkness the 
people. May the Lord arise, and may his glory speedily be seen among the 
nations. °

C. MALASAMUDRA. 

Messrs. The Rev. H. Frey and J. Stanger. 

Our committee, on receiving the report of the movement among the 
Kalagnanas, accepted our proposal and resolved on establishing a colony 
m this part of the country in imitation of the plan of the Moravian brethren 
in America, Africa, and other parts of the world, whose establishments have 
been eminently successful in the spread of Christianity. It was men¬ 
tioned m the last, report, that a piece of waste land near Malasamudra, at a 
distance of 80 miles, in an eastern direction from Hubli. comprising about 
one hundred acres, had been selected for this purpose. In June last I com¬ 
menced, in the name of God, to build a Mission house and to prepare some 
fields for the reception of the first settlers. The* Mission house has been 
completed. It is a substantial, but simple building, and has room enough for 
two or three brethren. Some native houses have been erected, and 6 faniilies 
of the shepherd caste have joined us and received lands for cultivation. The 
conditLoifs subscribed by the Colonists are tlie following':_=■ 

1. Renunciation of idolatry with all its purtenances and acknowledgment 
of the only true God, the Creator and Saviour of men. 2. Celebration of the 
Lord’s Day, when all the settlers, including women and children, have to 
attend Divine worship. All the members of the congregation assemble 
together at the Mission house every evening for hearing the word of God 
and for prayer. 3. All the children have regularly to attend the school of 
the settlement. 4. Nobody is allowed to reside in the colony without the 
permission of the Missionaries. 5. Every settler has to eat his own bread ; 
thieves, fornicators, &c., are not tolerated in the colony. 6. Polygamy is’ 
interdicted. 7 . Those, who are baptized, have to renounce all distinction of 
castes. 8. The Missionaries have the right of dismissing such as refuse to 
obey. 

Experience will show, what modifications and additions these rules may 
require. The committee have given us leave to grant some support to new 
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comers during,the first year, till the gathering in of the first harvest Those, 
who are now residing here, are under daily instruction, and we have no 
cause to be dissatisfied with their conduct. Scarcely a week passes without 
some applications for permission to reside on the settlement, being made to 
us - but as caution is necessary, we proceed slowly in the selection of 
colonists. When once our people will have salt among them, we may take 
more courage and admit a large number of settlers. Our settlement has 
attracted considerable notice, but also excited hatred among our neighbours. 
The barbers have refused to shave our people, and the smiths and carpenters, 

'TaTtt blti^ ofTh'e Lord root on this now undertaking, that it may 
become instrumental in the establishment of his kingdom among the popu¬ 
lation of the vicinity and the country at large. Frey

D. THE BETTIGHERRY STATION. 

Rev. C. Hiller, Rev. J. Hall. 

The buildino- of the Mission house, commenced in December, is steadily 
progressing, and will, if it please God, be finished before the monsoon. Some 
wee°ks aa-o^I had the pleasure of welcoming as the future companion of my 
labours and trials here, onr dear Brother Hall He is diligent y and success¬ 
fully employed in the study of the Canarese language and will, I hope, alter 
a few more weeks, be able to afford me considerable assistance by superin¬ 
tending one of-our schools, in which upwards of a hundred boys have been 

^Mywork among those, who last year delivered their idols into my hands 
and requested admission into the church, has not been without great and I 
may add, unexpected trials and difficulties. When they renounced idolatry 
so publicly and freely 1 was full of.joy and hoped to see a little church 
speedily established in this wilderness. But,alas! another strong-hold of Satan 
remained to be taken, 1 mean, the pride of caste. As much as I longed for 
their admission into the church, I-have not felt myself at liberty to prepare 
them for baptism as long as they delay forsaking their caste, as they have 
done their false religion. I am afraid, 1 shall be obliged to refuse baptism to 
some, whom I see still adhering to tlieir old prejudices of caste. However 
there are others, who show me by tlieir walk and spirit, that the Lord has 
blessed our labours. They have learned to speak the truth and understand 
clearly, that the gate of the kingdom of heaven is straight indeed. Others 
appear anxious for more familiar intercourse with us, and desirbus after 

instruction concerning the new way. 

Regard in o- the village population I may say, that, with the exception of a 
few Brahmins, ’they show confidence, respect and love towards us. N obody 
attempts to speak favourably of idolatry We are often called to visit^sick 
people, and have, certainly by the blessing of God, not by our skill, foi we 
are no adepts in medicine, acquired some favour through our practice. 

Our schools afford us much joy and encouragement. When I opened a 

school in the name of the Lord last year, there were two other schools already 
in existence, both frequented by from 30 to 50 scholars Very soon however, 
the Mission school began draining the heathen schools of tlieir attendants, 
as we asked for no payment. In September last, both village teachers were 
invited by the Mameldar to become government schoolmasters, but pre¬ 
ferred entering into our service. Thus we have been enabled to monopo¬ 
lize the education of the rising generation of Bettigherry. In November 
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the three schools were formed into two, which at first commanded an at¬ 
tendance of from one hundred to one hundred and ten boys; now they have 
nearly double that number of scholars. In these schools we do as we like, 
and nobody objects to our proceedings. The Gospels of John and Mark and 
some Tracts have been read through. Catechisms are learnt by heart. Mr. 
Taylor’s History of the Bible is a class book. At present Luke is read in one 
school and Matthew in the other. Those school books, which they have 
finished, we allow the boys to take home as a remembrance of their lessons. 

A girl school, to be conducted on the same principle, will be established 
in a few weeks. The people appear to be willing to send their daughters. 

Other villages have applied to us for the establishment of Mission schools, 
but no definite arrangements have yet been made. In some places the 
people promised to send their girls also to school. One of our school-rooms 
is the veranda of a temple, which is connected with an adjoining place of 
worship by a side door. Sometime ago, on a Saturday, when the school¬ 
room was whitewashed and repaired in some places, the schoolmaster re¬ 
commended that the side door should be closed. The coolies were accord¬ 
ingly ordered to fill up the passage, but had some difficulty in collecting a 
sufficient number of bricks. When the boys observed this, they proposed, 
that they should take the great stone god, [Kallinadewaru] and immure him 
there. 

If these schools bore no other fruit, but that of establishing a solid con¬ 
tempt of dumb idols among the young, they would richly repay our labour 
by breaking’ the spell of idolatry. But, as we teach the word of God 
freely and almost exclusively, we may look to His grace for a good harvest 
in due time. May He be pleased to give us the former and the latter rain, 
that we may reap with joy. 


THE C ANAR A MISSION. 

The Mangalore Station. 

Rev. C. Greiner, Rev. H. Moegling, Rev. G. H. Weigle, Rev. J. Ammann. 

The light of the name of Jesus begins to dawn around us; but un¬ 
like the rays of the natural sun, which salute the high places first, the 
dayspring from on high visits the lowest and remotest valleys first. Our 
congregation has more than doubled this year; but not one convert has yet 
joined us from any of the higher classes of the native community. All our 
Christians belong to the Billawer caste. 

On the 21st of November, 1841, Br. Greiner had the privilege of admin¬ 
istering baptism to 23 souls, members of six different families. On the 6th 
January, 1842,20 boarders of our institution were baptized by Br. Moegling, 
and on the 27th of February last, three families at Kadike, a village 15 miles 
to the north of this town, consisting of 18 individuals, were received into 
the church by Br. Ammann. Ten individuals at Mangalore are receiving 
catechetical instruction, and in Kadike and its neighbourhood some other 
families are inclined to follow the example of their, now Christian, brethren. 

Those families, who have been baptized there, are relations to some of 
the Mangalore converts. They have been acquainted with the Missionaries 
for a long time. Br. Greiner visited them first in October, 1840; early in 
1841, a school was established in one of their houses, which Br. Ammann 
superintended. Br. Greiner was again among them in December last, 
when they expressed their desire of renouncing the religion of their fathers 
and of embracing Christianity. 

c 
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In consequence of their request Br. Ammann went among them about 
the middle of January, and after a stay of 6 weeks felt it right to baptize 
them in the name of the Lord Jesus. They are all poor people and, 
as some of them are threatened to be ejected from their present employ¬ 
ment, it is contemplated to procure from Government a piece of waste 
land on which they may settle and live independent from their angry 
Brahman landlords. In December last the eldest member of the Mangalore 
congregation died of a protracted and painful disease ; which he had borne 
for several years with great patience. 

On the Lord s-day Divine service is performed in Canarese or Tuiu m the 
mornings and afternoons, and in the evenings of the same day most of the mem¬ 
bers of the congregation assemble again for prayer and residing of the 
Scriptures, in one of their houses, where they are frequently visited by Br. 
Greiner. The Lord’s Supper was administered. 12 times during the. past 
year. On Wednesday evenings a prayer meeting is held on the Mission 
premises, which is frequented by the members of the congregation and the 
boarders of the institution, and generally conducted by Br. Greiner. On 
the first Monday of every month a Missionary meeting is held by .one of the 
brethren. Some of the members of the congregation are growing in the 

grace of the Lord and the knowledge of the Gospel. _ 

A Tamil congregation, consisting chiefly of soldiers, has been formed. It 
was originally "under the superintendence of Br. Sutter, till he was forced 
by ill-health to return to Europe. He was succeeded in this work by Br. 
Ammann, who had likewise been separated from the station for some months 
on account of ill-health, but had been enabled to return to his duties m 
November last. A native woman married to a Christian soldier,—a youth, 
who had been dumb for many, years in consequence of a dangerous disease, 
but received his speech again in answer, as he firmly believed, to his prayers 
in the name of Jesus—and another man advanced in years, who has since 
died, have been received into this congregation. 

Br. Ammann spent five months with our brethren in the upper country 
on account of his health. The Lord has been graciously pleased to pre¬ 
serve his life and to restore his strength. Br. Sutter had been, ailing 
since his return from his long excursion, with the boys of the institution, 
to Dharvvar and Ilubli in the autumn of 1840. His sickness increased in 
the succeeding hot season, and in the last monsoon it was distinctly dis¬ 
covered, that his liver was in a disordered state. After having sustained 
some liver attacks, he tried a change of air at the close of the monsoon, by 
which he was, however, little benefited ; after his return, liis health began 
to sink, and Doctor Grigg, who attended him, ordered him to return to 
Europe for a year or two. He consequently left this country on the close 
of the year. 

The" strength of this station having been reduced by the sickness and 
removal of brethren, our Committee, on the receipt of these afflicting news, 
have resolved to order one of the older brethren to join us, and promised to 
add a new brother to our number, who will proceed to this country, via 
Egypt in the course of this monsoon with three others, one of them appointed 
to one of the Southern Mahratta stations, and,two to the Maleyalam Mission. 

Under these circumstances we have been too much, confined.to the station 
and only one missionary tour has been performed in the vicinity of Man¬ 
galore by Br. Greiner, who visited Kadike, MulkiJ Kap, Hiriatika, Kar- 
kala, and Mudabidri, in December last, and was well received, as he had 
been on a former tour in 1840, by Coneoni Brahmans at Karkala, and some 
Jains at Mudabidri. Two families of the Mangalore congregation have 
settled in the garden presented to our Mission by H. M. Blair, Esq. in 1840, 





where they assist in the working of the coffee plantation. Two other 
Christian families will join them after a short time. 

Boarding School .—Four boys left this establishment in the course of the 
past year: and one died after a lingering illness on the 15tli December last. 
Their places have been filled by 6 new boarders. Their number is 39. 

After having succeeded in the establishment of the Canarese language 
and the suppression of the Tamil, Tulu, and other dialects, formerly in use 
among the boys of the institution, the English language was restored to its 
former place in the school. The two first classes receive two lessons every 
day in English and are, most of them, able to translate easy tasks from 
Canarese into English and from English into Canarese. Canarese, however, 
is still retained as the medium of instruction. The lower classes are taught 
reading and writing and casting accounts, and are going through the Bibli¬ 
cal Histories of Dr. C. Barth, which have been translated into Canarese. 
The lessons of the upper classes are the following: Exposition of the Scrip¬ 
tures, (the 3 first Gospels and the book of Revelations were read in the 
course of the year,) Arithmetic as far as fractions and decimals • Geography, 
(Biblical Geography finished, Geography of India commenced,) Canarese 
Grammar, (Verbs) Church History and Biblical Archaeology. Instruction in 
the Tulu language, the dialect of the country, has also been commenced 
with the whole school. 

On the 6th of September an examination was held in the presence of 
Christian friends residing at the station, on which occasion the upper class¬ 
es distinguished themselves in singing in parts, Geography and translations 
from the English and the Canarese Bibles. On the 8th of September the 
yearly vacation commenced, which was spent in a journey of all the boarders 
to Mereara and Cannanore with the Brethren Moegling and Sutter. 

The baptism above mentioned forms an important epoch in the history of 
the institution. It was not indeed administered to all with equal confidence, 
but it was desired by all, and we did not consider ourselves justified in 
withholding this gift from children and youths, who were bona-fide adopted 
by the Mission ; nor have we since had reason to regret the step taken 
after mature deliberation. A decided change appears to have taken place 
in some of the boarders, others are progressing towards spiritual life, and 
there are few of whom it may not be said with truth, that they love the 
word of God. Still it must be confessed, that we have yet to prepare our¬ 
selves for many a struggle with the powers of darkness, and for many an 
anxious hour, before we shall see the reign of grace established among them. 

The institution has been under the charge of the Brethren Moegling and 
Weigle since June last, when Br. Sutter succeeded the former in the 
superintendence of the English school. 

Other Mission Schools. English School at Mangalore .—As long as Br: 
Sutter was well enough, he spent a considerable part of his time in this 
school, and the public examination, which took place in August last, show¬ 
ed to the satisfaction of the friends present, that considerable progress had 
been made by the upper classes. The first class particularly passed in a 
satisfactory manner in the first chapters of the history of the Bible, Geogra¬ 
phy and the first Book of Euclid. It was found necessary to discharge the 
English schoolmaster after he had served a little more than one year. He 
was succeeded in October last by a well educated young man from Madras, 
wh-o happened to come to this station on his return from Bombay, where he 
had filled a similar situation for a short time. On the departure of Br. 
Sutter, Br. Moegling again took charge of this school. He endeavours to 
conduct it according to the original plan. The number of scholars has in¬ 
creased to 68, (for some time the school was frequented by about 80 
boys. The decrease has been in consequence of the removal of the 





46th Regiment from Mangalore,) and appears to be rising in favor with 
the natfve community, whose attention is drawn to it bv the interest 
taken in its advancement by a considerable number of Christian friends 
residing at Mangalore. 

The Canarese school in the town and another school on the Mission pre¬ 
mises, which is conducted by one. of our Christians, have been carried on 
during the year. They are much in the same state as at the time of the 
last report. The former is frequented by 45, the latter by 16 boys. 

Another small school in the compound of the Poor House is conducted by 
the Christian overseer of that establishment. It is attended by seven girls and 
three boys. Three other Christian girls are instructed in plain needle-work and 
lace making by the wife of the eldest of our boarders, who is employed as 
assistant to the Brahman schoolmaster of the institution. Another Canarese 
school, formerly established in Bokkapatna, has been broken up for want of 
regular superintendence. The school at Kadikehas been much reduced on 
account of the stir which was produced there by the baptism above record¬ 
ed. The school at Adur has, w r e are sorry to say, been dissolved without 
hope of its speedy re-establishment. Better success we have had in Uddapi, 
the principal place of Tulu Brahmanism, where a school in the neighbour¬ 
hood of the great temples was established early in March under promising 
auspices. It is conducted by a respectable young Brahman, who was previ¬ 
ously trained in the Mission school. He has collected upwards of 50 boys, 
mostly Brahmans, but with a considerable admixture of children from the 
lower and lowest castes. Tracts, portions of the Scriptures, and Biblical 
Stories, are introduced into these schools and rarely objected to by the 
natives. 


LITERARY DEPARTMENT. 

The collection of Canarese Hymns, Luther’s Minor Catechism, and the larger 
Catechism, mentioned in the last report, were lithographed in Bombay by 
Br. Weigle ; who on his return from that Presidency in the beginning of 
February, brought with him an India made lithographic press, presented 
to the Mission by the liberality of some Christian friends, whose acquaint¬ 
ance he had the happiness to form there. Since his return to the station 
the colloquial tract, adverted to in the last report, has been printed here 
under his superintendence, and the printing of a Tulu translation of the 
Gospel of Matthew by Br. Greiner, and of a collection of Maleyalam 
Hymns by Br. Gundert has been commenced. Two sketches of Palestine 
and South India, drawn for the use of our schools by Br. Gundert, were 
lithographed a few days a go. After the completion of the Tulu Gospel 
it is° intended to proceed to the publication of Barth’s Histories from 
the Bible, which, we hope, will be succeeded by a Canarese Anthology 
and Vocabulary for the use of the higher classes of our schools, and by a 
Church History and an Indian Geography, which are in the course of prepa¬ 
ration. The second Maleyalam Biblical tract, mentioned, in the last report, 
lias been printed at Cottayam, and the Maleyalam Dictionary is in a state 
of great forwardness. 

One lithographic press could not bear the burden of all the works 
preparing for”publication ; and some of our Christian.friends here have en¬ 
gaged to purchase for us a second press of superior description at Madras, 
which we hope to receive, within a short time.

nation, i or unto whomsoever much is given, of him shall be much requir¬ 
ed. Cod has exalted you above many nations, and entrusted you with the 
Government of India.. To the Lord of lords you owe all your prosperity 
and all your glory. He has by his name and word raised your own nation 
from superstitions as miserable, and from* bondage as cruel, as that is, under
